The Truman administration now proposes a vast 
extension of compulsory security. This would be done 
by bringing approximately 20,000,000 additional per­ 
sona into the old-age and survivors insurance system 
and at the same time increasing the tax on the sys­ 
tem's potential beneficiaries. 
The administration also proposes more federal aid 
to state« , to help them care for all persons In need. 
The present aid program, insofar as federal funds 
are concerned, is for the benefit on!y of aged persons 
to need, die blind and dependent children. Money for 
an extended program In this category would be drawn 
from general funds. 
But. like the greater coverage and increased ben­ 
efits under the old-age and survivors insurance 
system, the cost would be borne by taxpayers—a net 
addition to taxes. That is compulsory security- 
The 
government proposes to do for Americans what they 
traditionally have done for themselves—provide a 
nest egg for a rainy day. 
This is the goal of a welfare state, the ultimate 
form of collectivisation. When it is considered that 
the Truman administration also is proposing taxes to 
force everybody to put away money, under govern­ 
ment control, for the eventuality of medical care, 
there can be no doubt that the administration has 
adopted the complete philosophy Of political pater- 


* The drift in this direction has not been realized 
The public never has understood the political signif­ 
icance of old-age and survivors insurance. Specifical­ 
ly, it never has understood that benefits were related 
directly to taxes collected from potential as well as 
actual beneficiaries. There still is an Illusion, fos­ 
tered by politicians and collectivists, that people are 
going to get something for nothing. That simply is not 
true. 
Government produces no wealth. 
Everything it 
ha^is derived from levies on wealth produced by its 
cltlSens. If it spends a billion dollars for benefits. It 
must collect a billion in taxation, plus enough addi­ 
tion« ! money to pay bureaucratic expenses. 
That’s 
why bureaucracy continues to expand. It’s why pol­ 
iticians and collectivists pant with eagerness to move 
into broader fields of compulsory security. Nothing 
ever devised by the mind of man enhances the power 
and authority of government like the creation of an 
all-but welfare state. 
In return, the welfare state offers security—the 
thing nearly everybody wants and not everybody gets 
Bui there is no security without price 
The price is 
paid out of- national wealth. 
If follows, therefore, 
that anything which hinders creation of wealth is a 
denial of security. That is the issue as the Truman 
administration proposes a vast extension of compul­ 
sory security under federal control. Is it proposing 
something which would deny security to the very 
people who are being promised security from govern­ 
ment funds amassed through ever-increasing taxes on 
the national wealth?

Restricting Salt In Diet 
BY HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
IT is interesting for a doctor to 
watch people as they sit down to 
the dinner table. About the first 
thing they do is pick up the salt 
shaker and ate it liberally without 
even tasting their food to see wheth­ 
er It is salty enough already. And 
this, of course, is a bud habit for 
here are certain disorders in whici 
a limitation of salt in the diet 
important. Among thvse conditions 
are certain chronic kidney disturb­ 
ances 
and 
long-continued 
heart 
isease. 
Investigations have shown that 
vhen the heart is not working nor­ 
mally, salt is not excreted by the 
kidneys as it should be. The use of 
a diet low in salt is necessary in the 
treatment of a failing heart. Often, 
f the heart has been damaged but 
mrlntains normal circulation, re- 
•tricting the salt Intake may help tc 
ward off heart failure. And once 
started it is not difficult to reduoe 
the amount of salt used and still 
have appetizing foods. 
Salt Restriction 
Restriction of the salt in the diet 
may be carried out in three wsys. 
The average person uses about 
three to five grams of salt daily, or 
about 1/10 to 16 of an ounce. Thi' 
amount can be easily recuced tr 
1% to 3 grams daily by two simple 
procedures: First, by eliminating 
the addition of salt to foods at the 
table; second, ky avoiding higl.iy- 
:a!t? d or salt-preserved foods, such 
is ham. bacon, salted fish, ancho- 
'ies, dives, salted nuts, potato chips 
and meat sauces, and third, to stil 
further cut down the amount « Í 
salt In the diet, all salt may I 
elimine ted in the cooking. This wfll 
reduce the salt intake from ’i tc 
1% grams daily. 
In sflme cases, it may even be nec­ 
essary to cut the salt down below 
this level. This is accomplished by 
carefully selecting foods which have 
the smallest smount of salt in them 
using unsalted bread and butter, and 
restricting many foods to which salt 
Is added during their preparation, 
such as baked products containing 
baking powder. This type of restric­ 
tion will reduce the salt Intake to 
less than H gram a day. 
Symptoms Disappear 
Patients with early signs of heart

failure are usually placed on the 
first level of restriction, that is, 
they get about 
to 3 grams of salt 
a day. Often, their symptoms will 
disappear within a few weeks. At a 
later date, should the symptoms re­ 
appear, the salt intake may be de­ 
creased to the second level of 1% 
grams a day, and eventually it may 
be desirable to keep the salt level 
as low as possible. 
There is no evidence that a strin­ 
gent restriction of salt wil£ lead to 
any difficulties. Of course, the low 
salt diet should be employed under 


the direction of a physician in those 
cases In which he deems it advis­ 
able. There are salt substitutes on 
the market which contain no salt 
bit make the food nqore palatable. 
These can be used by persons who 
have difficulty in adjusting to the 
bland diet. The proper suit substi­ 
tute will be advised by the doctor. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. H.: I have neuritis in the 
tack of my neck. Can this be cured- 
Answer: Neuritis, as a rule, can 
be cleared up; however, what ycv 
consider to be neuritis may be sonr 
other condition.

A spo kesman fo r the asso ciatio n 
astima ted railro ad passenger traf­ 
fic so far this year at “ 10 to 14 per 
cent belo w the co mparable perio d 
o f 1948." 
Meanwhile, 
go vernment 
figures 
sho wed that rail industry emplo y­ 
ment is at the lo west level since 
the spring o f 1942—just after the 
start o f Wo rld War II. 
Go vernment emplo yment experts 
said rail wo rkers pro bably 
have 
been the hardest hit in the current 
Industrial 
layo ffs. 
Rail industry 
o fficials agreed there have 
been 
been “ many" cutbacks In rail em­ 
plo yment.

Industry o fficials believe, to o , that 
a leveling o ff In the retail market 
fo r many co mmo dities,

textile go o ds has caused manufac­ 
turers o f these items to cut do wn 
o n rati shipments. 
There are o thei facto rs, but in­ 
dustry o fficials wo uld no t say ho w 
much they co unt. These include in­ 
creased use o f trucks fo r sho rt-dis- 
tance freight hailing and greater 
use o f water carriers and airplanes 
n the east—made po ssiHe this year 
because o f mild winter weather in 
the Atlantic states.

Will Seek To Aid 
Veterans Who Can't 
Remain On a Job 


By BRUCE BIOSSAT 
AP Special Washington Serv ice 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 — Rep. 
Brehm (R-Ohlo i said today he plans 
to offer a bill to prov ide compensa­ 
tion to ex-serv icemen who may 
hav e suffered serious ^disfigurement 
in peacetime activ ities. 
He told a reporter his measure 
will propose payment of $8 0 month­ 
ly to such v eterans in cases where 
disfigurement handicaps them 
in 
obtaining or holding a job. 
Under 
present 
law. 
peacetime 
duty is rated differently from war­ 
time serv ice. Brohm said. Disability 
incurred during periods of peace Is 
considered "non-serv ice connected’ 
and can bo compensated only if it 
is "total or permanent." 
Thus a serv ice man who might be 
disfigured by the accidental explos­ 
ion of u shell could not qualify for 
v ets’ assistance, Brehm said. 
"I knew of one extreme case in 
Ohio of a man, who serv ed in the 
occupation army," he added. 
"He 
suffered bad burns as result cf an 
explosion, and it is v irtually im­ 
possible for him to keep a Job." 
Brehm said he has no idea how 
many v eterans may fall into the 
category cov ered by his bill, but that 
there must be many so handicapp­ 
ed. 
If they cannot hold a Job, Brehm 
added, they hav e no recourse but to 
seek some form of non-v eteran as­ 
sistance or relief. 
In his Ohio example, the v eter­ 
an’s wife has applied for help under 
the "aid to dependent children" 
phase of social security law. 
Brehm said he settled on the *60 
monthly compensation figure be­ 
cause Uaat is the sum allotted K 
v eterans now in cases cf total, per­ 
manent non-serv ice connected dis­ 
ability.

It would take them a coupla years 
to learn how to hit the spitball. 
“I remember the first time I saw 
a spitball back in 1901.
